I have been told that there were occasions on which people 
who took pictures at the time of the assassination were inter- 
viewed by the Dallas police but not federal agents.

I have also been informed that the FBI took film and tape, 
including scenes at and near the assassination, in the hos- 
pital, at the scene of the Oswald murder, and of interviews. 

Does any of this now exist in the archive, or is there any 
record of any of this? 

In my letter of 12/26/66 I asked for data on film taken 
ac the time of the assassination and whether or not lists of 
such film and the photographers and interviews with the pho- 
tographers exist in the archive. Possibly it -will be helpful 
if I refer you to Exhibit 259k > in which Mr. Hoover reported 
to Mr. Rankin an investigation that "included a review of all 
available film taken near the Texas School Book Depository . 
Building following the shooting". . 

If the FBI made copies of the Betaner pictures, they should 
noxj be in the archive, as should any correspondence or rasrao- 
randa, including on their return. If this Is tho case, I should 
like one copy of each. 

Are there any pictures taken by or records of pictures 
taken by Ron Reiland? 

The location of Phillip Willis when he took the fifth of 
the slides that are In evidence as Willis Exhibit I and Hudson 
Exhibit 1 was fixed not by V/illis's testimony but, according 
to the testimony of FBI Photographic Expert Lynda 1 L. Shaney- 
felt, by his correspondence with Willis. The Commission con- 
sidered this ( 15 H 696 ) and considered it an adequate positioning. 
I should like to have copies of this correspondence which, 
under the order of the Acting Attorney General, should be in 
your custody and not subject to any restriction. 

As of this morning, it is my plan to be in Washington on 
the 20th, when I will phone to see whether any of this or things I 
have earlier asked for are available.
